REPORT OF INSTITUTE HELD 


AT YORK SPRIflGS. 


Giviif Idea of the Great Valve of 


these lastitutes to the 


Farming Community. 


Wednesday Afternoon. 


A Farmers' Institute, held under the 


auspices of the Department of Agri- 
culture of Pennsylvania, convened in 
York Springs, Wednesday afternoon, 
Dec. 28. Rev. L. M. Gardner led the 
devotional exercises and also made 
the address of welcome. We need to 
have two kinds of knowledge, one 
gained from experience and the other 
from science. It is the latter as appli- 
ed to farm work that these gentlemen 
have come here to explain and we 
gladly bid them welcome. The law of 
demand has raised and will continue 
to raise the cost of living. Increase 
of population demands that more food 
be raised instead of farms being aban- 
doned and young men going from ag- 
ricultural communities to tbe cities. 
Then economy in dress, house furnish- 
ing*, *c., should be practiced instead 
of trying to beat down the price of 
food 


Mr. Fred. W. Card of Sylvania, Pa,, 


said in response that the State in- 
structors do not come as walking en- 
cyclopedias, but for a mutual inter- 
course of opinion and knowledge. The 
high cost of living means that the 
measure of value has changed. The 
dollar does not mean so much as it 
used TO and will buy a smaller amount 
of food. 


H. M. Evans of Dillsburg, Pa., dis- 


cussed the topic of 
How to Grow Them." 


'Potatoes" and 
The potato Is 


more largely used than any other ar- 
ticle of food and a failure in this crop 
works more hardship than almost any 
other. The destruction of our forests 
has caused the dry spells we now suf- 
fer from. There are three things es 
sential to potato growing, good seed 
control of moisture, and rotation oi 
crops. Co through patch and mark 
hills that show vigorous growth anc 
save for seed. If we plant little driec 
up nubbins we can't expect a crop of 
large smooth potatoes. Moisture can 
il with 
be controlled by filling the 
humus, decayed vegetable 
cultivating often and thorough, 
tation of crops is a large factor In po- 
tato growing. Don't plant oftener 
than every three-or four-years. Pol 
low with corn and work down flar 
tatoe?. Apply manure to the corn 
crop and it will not cause scab and 
other diseases in the potatoes. A 
deep sandy soil is the very best sol 
for potatoes but a clay loam is goo* i 
it has the proper drainage. Nitrogen 
is the most costly thing we can give 
our hind and the best and cheapest 
way to put this In the soil is by plow- 
Ing down a clover sod. A lack o 
lime and phosphoric add is the cWe 
reason that clover will not grow. The 
top eight inches of our soil contain! 
mineral plant food to grow crops fo: 
1000 years but it is locked up im *n 
insoluble form and can only be re- 
leased by putting humus into the sol 
A timothy sod is good also if cut up 
with a disc and spike narrow la the 
fall and plowed and pulverized thor 
oughly the next spring. Fall plowing 
gets too solid to work up properly 
Pennsylvania raises less than 90 bis 
of potatoes to the acre, while rock., 
Maine raises 200 bus. to the acre 
Farmers must get to thinking about 
this matter and bring our yield up to 
that of Maine. 
"Pruning," by F. H. Fasset of Mess- 


hoppen, Pa., was next in order. The 
one thing most neglected aud that is 
the downfall of a great number of 
trees is improper pruning. After re- 
ceiving trees from nursery every root 
•should be cut to about eight inches 
and all bruised roots taken off. Low 
'heading is now being carried to the 
extreme. Sunlight cannot get in and 
the fruit does not color. The moldy 
dampness under trees tends to breed 
diseases. In Pennsylvania we should 
•avoid too low heading. Start the first 
'limb about thirty inches from the 
ground, the next six inches above and 
next six above that. Leave center 
stem in drooping tree and cut it out 
•of vase shaped one. In drooping kind 
cut to bad on upper side, in vase form 
to one on lower side. Prune every 
year, removing the limbs we can see 
-will spoil our model but do not overdo 
it. The fruit growers should be so in 
'love with his work that he has con- 
stantly in his mind a model of what 
he wants his trees to become. Old trees 
are ruined by cutting out the fruit 
spurs on the big limbs and leaving 
•only a brush on the outer end. Rob- 
bers are limbs that shoot straight up 
and should be kept off. When remov 
ing large limbs cut off close to tree 
but leave about one-third of collar 
which will make a wound that heals 
quickly. 
Four-fifths of New York 


State trees that have gone down was 
from unprotected wounds. Paint, with 
white lead and oil which will keep out 
rot fungus. A good sharp saw with 
nine teeth to the inch combined with 
a sharp knife make the best pruning 
tools. Shears will not make a good 
clean cut but wound the bark. Wait 
until cold freezing weather is over and 
trim about March. Tree growth and 
fruitfulness do not always go together. 
Push little trees to get a big surface 
for bearing Instead of having small 
tree bear. Buds are reversible. 
A 


large flow of sap will make them leaf 
buds and a small flow fruit buds.

Feeding of the Corn Crop." Mr. Fas- 
set, who talks on fruit growing took 
some of his Wyoming county apples to 
Ithaca in competttloa with the N. Y. 


It requires 
more good hard thinking to grew good 
crops than in any other business. An 
exltil-it of farm and household pro- 
ducts is quite useful in stimulating 
an interest in these meetings. Nature 
builds soil by growing trees, shrub- 
bery, and grasses which decay and are 
mixed by insects and frost making a 
spongy porous mass which lets the 
ain go down through it where is is 
.tored for dry weather. After man 
has robbed and packed that soil for 
years the rains cannot go through 
and become floods carrying oft* much 
of the soil. Corn needs an .immense 
ot of water—100 gal. to grow one sin- 
gle ear. Now as vegetable matter in 
he soil is essential to storing the 
water, how shall we keep up the sup- 
ply? Lime will whip up the soil for 
L time. Nitrogen is liberated by the 
inte which cut up the humus and gave 
big crops but made the soil powdery

of spongy. 
Save manure 


carefully. Take right from stable and 
spread on field. Always produce a 
jood hay sod and tben plow down. 
[fee a three year rotation. The longer 
and rests the worse it gets. Sow 
plentv of grass seed. Cut wheat and 
spread manure right on little grass 
plants, it protects them during hot 
dry weather. You will get one-third 
more hay and will increase corn yield. 
Do everything possible to get a good 
sod then plow down .after one crop of 
hay. Do not wait until sod is worn 
out. Turning every furrow right up- 
side down will help the capilliary at- 
traction from bringing up the moist- 
ure from the sub-soil. To maintain 
this capilliary attraction, furrow must 
be set on edge, just so it does not fall 
back. This also helps to keep the soil 
loose aud manure decays more rapidly 
and becomes available more quickly. 
No one can tell by looking at a grain 
of corn whether it will grow or not. 
The only safe plan is to test each ear 
of seed. Corn must be worked to 
keep the surface loose and fine to act 
as a blanket which conserves the 
moisture. The oftener corn is culti- 
vated the better the crop. Each weed 
takes as much moisture as a stalk of 
corn. The first cultivation should be 
about four inches and later ones very 
shallow so as not to injure the roots 
and keep the dust blanket thin. Ni- 
trate of soda put on sod will improve 
the sod and therefore the corn. Plow 
a little deeper each time, bringing up

We should em- 
courage agricultural fairs and social 
pleasures. See to it that the public 
schools give our boys and girls a move 
practical training and one which will 
tend to keep them on the farm. The 
country church has had a hard road 
to travel recently and we should help 
it all we can. The farmyard gate Is 
no bar to any advancement in life. We 
should make use of the good things 
instead of chasing the dollar until we 
don't know what we want with it an< 
have driven our children to hate the 
farm.

"Birds, Their Value to the Farmer." 
Our most untiring friends and ser- 
vants are our feathered brethren, the 
birds. Ants protect plant lice by car- 
rying them below frost line in the fall 
and bringing them back to feed upon 
plants in the spring, therefore any- 
thing that will destroy ants is valua- 
ble to the farmer. ' The flicker has 
proven himself a great lover of ants. 
He can consume several thousand in, 
a day. The sapsucker and woodpecker 
are as helpful to the orchardist as the 
qnafl is to the raiser of grain. This 
world would not be habitable In 20 
years if nothing checked plant lice. 
TT e oaail is the most valuable bird on 
the farm. His food consists of potato 
bugs, cinch bugs, cotton boll weavil. 
&c. The quail will very soon become 
extinct if the farmers do not protect 
him from the gunners and his natural 
enemies, the hawk and starvation. 
Laws permit keeping them in captivi- 
ty from Jan. 1st to April 1st for the 
purpose of protecting them. The robin 
first makes it possible to raise the 
fruit he afterwards steals by feeding 
upon wire worms, grubs, &c., so that 
he Is far more a friend to man than 
an enemy. Food of wren and blue- 
bird consists entirely of bugs and in- 
seets. The mission of the birds is to 
keep a balance between insect life and 
growing crops. The blackbird, oriole 
and cuckoo have a special mission for 
the destruction of caterpillars. The 
pewec, swallow and whlppoorwill live 
in the air and catch insects that fly. 
In our state If one bird consumes even 
thirty Insects a day, and we count one 
bird to the acre, they will destroy 


bus. of Insects in one day. The 


young of all insectivorous birds con- 
sume an amount of fesect life each day 
equal to their own weight. We ought 
to have a bird day in our public 
schools. If a love for bird life could 
be instilled into the boys and girls it 
would largely solve the problem of 
keeping them on the farm. It is'just 
as unreasonable for us to expect the 
birds to flock to our farms without 
any effort on our part as to look tor a 
crop of strawberries without setting 
out the plants. Put up boxes, tin cans 
hollow limbs, *c., to serve as nesting 
places. Do not put up apartment 
houses, no bird except the sparrow 
will live In them. If the house-can 
he put upon a pivot or suspended by 
a wire the sparrow will not touch it 
and other birds like the motion. 


There are four important points to be 
considered, texture, moisture, plant 
food, and livisig organism or .bacteria. 
A good soil iis spongy and porous. 
Plant roots are very delicate and if 
soil is hard, lumpy, sticky, or heavy 
they cannot penetrate it. Moisture 
content is the most important part of 
soiL We want every -particle to be 
coated with moisture but do not want 
the air crowded out of spaces between 
particles as happens when soil is too 
wet. Underdrsditing is something of 
a help toward fertility. Good tillage 
does more toward that end, also put- 
ting something into it to rot. Deep 
plowing and thorough cultivation will 
put soil into condition to hold moist- 
ure and it will not wash so readily as 
shallow plowing. Filling soil with hu- 
mus will aid i» holding moisture, 100 
Ibs. sand will hold 22 Ibs. water, 100 
Ibs. loam 5« Ibs. water, and 100 Ibs. 
leaefmold 
196 Ibs. water. Prevent 


waste of water. Every weed pumps 
out moisture. Keep down the weeds. 
Winds dry it op. Surface cultivation 
which keeps a layer of dry soil on top 
will preserve the moisture. Plant 
food is derived from stable manure, 
nitrogen, phosphoric acid, and potash. 
The more plant food tbe soil contains 
the less moisture is needed. The crop 
grown on rich soil Is more valuable 
than that grown on poor soil. Some 
soils lack one thing and some another. 
Farmers 
must think about 
these 


things and experiment 
with small 


plots. We must take the word of a 
trained chemists as to the existence of 
bacteria. We cannot see and examine 
them. The nitrogen in manure is not 
at once available bat must be chang 
ed by several kinds of germs into ni- 
tric acid when It is ready for use. 
These germs are most active in warm 
weather. Air must not be shut out 
nor soil sour or germs will not work. 
The clover plant collects nitrogen

ventilate the cow stable and hen house 
but never think of the school house. 
The little' old school house was full 
of boys and girls but to-day instead 
of finding 40 to 60 they may be 4 to

It is perfectly ridiculous to pay

Our First War Vessels. 


The outbreak of the Revolutionary 


war found t_he patriots without a navy. 
Congress had to create one. Four mer- 
chantmen were first purchased, hastily 
equipped with guns and sent to sea as 
cruisers, but their defects as war ves- 
sels soon became so apparent that con- 
gress determined at once to set about 
the building of a navy. On Oct 3. 
1773. congress ordered two cruiser? 
built and on Dec. 13 the order was in- 
creased to five thirty-two gnn ships. 
five twenty-eight gun ships and three 
twenty-four gun ships. They were to 
be ready for the sea by the following 
April. The names given to the thirteen 
vessels were Boston, Congress. Effing- 
hain. Delaware. Hancock. Montgomery. 
Providence. Raleigh. Trurubull, Vir- 
ginia. Warren. Washington and Kan- 
dolpb. These were the first war ves- 
sels constructed In the United States. 
The first coaimander in chief was Eze- 
klel Hopkins of Rhode Island, a young 
brother of Congressman Stephen Hoji- 
kins. He was appointed to this high 
office -on Dec. 22. 177o.

TIB GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE 


SPECIAL IHTBK- 


EST TO GETTYSBURG. 


Fiftieth Anniversary of the Battle, 


Should be Provided 


for Liberally 


The Legislature of Peuusylvauia, 


-convened in session on Tuesday after- 
noon of last week aud fie lueoeage of 
Governor Edwiu 8. Stuart was read 
to them. 
Among other (hinge bis 


message contained the following mat- 
ters of i merest lo our people : 
Penna. Memorial at Gettysburg. 


An act of Assembly approved June 


13th, 
1907, appropriated (130000 for 


the erection of a monument or me- 
morial structure on the battlefield of 
Gettvsourg, in memory of the volun- 
teer soldiers, bailors and marines from 
Pennsylvania who participated in the 
Jate Civil war, aud also directed that 
the governor of the commonwealth 
shall appoint nine citizens of Penn- 
sylvania, all of whom shall 
have 


served in the Union Army in the War 
of the Rebellion, who shall constitute 
a commission «o be known as the Get- 
tysburg Battlefield Memorial Com- 
mission. 


The following were duly appointed 


as members of such commission : St. 
Clair A. Mulholland. Philadelphia; 
George P. Morgan, Philadelphia; H. 
H. Cummiugs, Tidioute ; Henry IS. 
Huidekoper, Philadelphia; J. P. Tay- 
ior, Beedsville; Charles F. McKenna, 
Pittsburg; Charles E. QuaM, Auburn, 
J. C. Mtlneman. South Fork; E. L. 
Whittlesey, Erie. 


J. P. Taylor was appointed to till 


the vacancy caused by the death of E. 
A. Irwin, of Curweosville. 


Fifty-one designs of monuments or 


memorials were submitted to the com- 
mission. One was selected which con- 
templated the placing in tablets of 
bronze upon or about the monument, 
the names of 34,530 officers or enlisted 
men of Pennsylvania commands who 
wen ascertained to have participated 
in the battle of Gettysburg, or who 
were within the call of Major General 
Meade in the performance of duty. 
This imposing memorial, admittedly 
the finest of its kind on any battle- 
field of the country, wan dedicated 
with imposing and appropriate cere- 
monies on September 27, 1910, in the 
presence of a vast assemblage of the 
citizenship of the commonwealth, 
thouttauds of whom were survivors ol 
Pennsylvania commands that were 
engaged in the battle of Gettysburg. 


The commission, with a view to fur- 


ther adding to the memorial character 
and the grandeur of the memorial, 
suggests the placing, in niches now 
ready to receive them, bronze statutes 
of President Lincoln, Governor An- 
drew G. Curtain^ and Maj. Gens. 
Meade, Beynolds, Hancock, Birney, 
Pleasantou and tiregg. The commis- 
aion will also require funds to lay the 
necessary walks, for the addition of 
some names that were inadvertently 
omitted from the tablets, and for the 
correction of the names that investiga- 
tion has shown were inadvertently 
misspelled. Other minor alterations or 
additions will be necessary. To carry 
out the suggestions of thecommiaaiou, 
I am advised, will require an addition- 
al appropriation of 160,000, 


Short on Transportation. 


The act of Assembly approved May 


13, 1909, appropriated the sum of $ 10,- 
000 to be used by the Gettysburg bat- 
tlefield memorial 
commission "In 


providing and furnishing to such state 
officials and guests as the governor 
may designate, and to all surviving 
honorably discharged Pennsylvania 
soldiers who were members of Penn- 
sylvania regiments, batteries, or other 
Pennsylvania organizations, that par- 
ticipated iu the battle of Gettysburg," 
transportation from points within the 
state to Gettysburg and return, to en- 
able them lo be present at the dedica- 
tion of the memorial. From the ap 
propriation of 110,000 the dedicatory 
expenses of the commission were albu 
to be paid. 


The appropriation of the transpor- 


tation aud dedicatory expenses re- 
ferred to was insufficient for the pur- 
pose. The commission effected an ar- 
rangement with the various railroad 
companies by which all who were en- 
titled to transportation under the pro 
visions of the act of Assembly were 
transported— this without imposing 
any obligation eitlier upon tte coin 
mission or the commonwealth — the 
railroad companies agreeing to abide 
by any action taken by the General 
Assembly iu relation thereto. Had 
this arrangement not been made, the 
intent of the act of Assembly could not 
have been carried out. It would have 
beeu necessary to either postpone the 
dedication of the memorial or to have 
refused transportation to at least two- 
thirds of the survivors of the Pennsyl- 
vania organisations that participated 
in the battle of Gettysburg, aud whom 
toe Geneial Assembly intended were 
to be transported at the expense of the 
commonwealth to enable them to be 
present at the dedication. 


The commission has performed its 


duties ably, and has guarded most 
carefully the interests and the dignity 
of the commonwealth, aud I earnestly 
commend its suggestions and further 
requirements to your considerate at- 
tention. 


I submit herewith, for the informa- 


tion of your honorable body, the report 
of tbe Gettysburg battlefield memorial 


Fiftieth Anniversary of the Battle. 


The General Assembly, by act of 


Hay 
13, 1909, directed that there 


should be appointed by the governor 
nine citizens of Pennsylvania to con* 
elitute a commission to be known ae 


tbe fiftieth anniversary of the battle of 
Gettysburg commission to "arrange 
foraptoperaud fitting recognition aud 
observaiic*, at Gettysburg, of ts« Mf- 
tieth anniversary of tbe battle of Get- 
tysburg, with authority to invite tbe 
co-operation of the Congress of the 
United States aud of tbe other states." 
The following weie appointed as 
commission for the purpose indicated: 
Louis Wagner, Brevet Brie. Gen., IT. 
S. Volunteers; Wm. D. Dlxon, Brevet 
Brig. Gen., U. S. Volunteers; B. Dale 
Benson, Brevet Major, U. S. Volun- 
teers ; R Bruce Rlcketts, Ma for aud 
Brevet Col., 1st Pa. Artillery; J. Rich- 
ards Boyle, Captain »nd A. Q. M., U. 
S. Volunteers; Wm. Penu Lloyd, 
Adjutant, 1st Pa. Cavalry ; Alexander 
McDowell, Sergeant, 121*t Pa. Infan- 
try, aud Brevet Major; Irwin K. 
Campbell, Corporal, 9th Pa. Reserves; 
Lewis T. Brown, Private, 102d Pa. 
Volunteers. 


The commission has received notice 


of the co-operation of the Congress of 
tbe United States and of all the states 
with tbe exception of two. 


The proposed observance of the an- 


niversary will bring to tbe historic 
Held of Gettysburg, fifty years after 
the battle, the survivors of tbe great 
contending armies, aud will tend to 
intensify the feeling of brotherhood 
that insures to us a united country. 


The commonwealth of renneylvauia, 


iu view of the fact that tbe contem- 
plated anniversary observance is to be 
held on consecrated soil within her 
borders, should act with patriotic 
pride, and should provide liberally for 
the necessary expenses of the occasion. 
Tbe commission will report fully to 
the General Assembly, with sugges- 
tions and recommendations. 


Statue of Gen. Meade 


I present herewith »e requested, a 


petition numerously signed by dis- 
tinguished citizens of the common- 
wealth, supporting tbe initiative ta- 
ken by the Philadelphia Brigade As- 
sociation, toward placing in the cap- 
itol, at Washington, D. C.. by the 
commonwealth of Pennsylvania, a 
bronze statue of Major Gen. George 
Gordon 
Meade, tbe distinguished 


soldier from Pennsylvania, who com- 
manded the victorious Army of tbe 
Potomac at Gettysburg. 


I quote from tbe petition: 
"It is important for tbe cause of his- 


tory that this movement should be 
successful. The outcome of the War 
of the Rebellion depended in the main 
upon the Army of the Potomac. Gen- 
eral Meade commanded that army 
from before tbe time of the battle of 
Gettysburg until after tbe surrender at 
Appomattox. It is conceded by all 
the students of tbe campaigns of that 
war that the decisive struggle occur- 
red upon the battlefield of Gettys- 
burg. 


The military capacity and 
the 


technical skill of General Meade, 
therefore, determined the fate of the 
nation, and greatly affected the whole 
future of the, world. Whatever may 
have been the ability of other gener- 
als of that war, it was the fortune of 
no one of them to command in a bat- 
tle of such transcendent importance. 
Every possible honor ought to be ac- 
corded to him, since we can thus in- 
dicate our appreciation of his service 
though we can add nothing to his 
fame." 


Concurring fully to the desire ex- 


pressed in the petition, and in the 
hope of its early consummation, the 
petition and its purpose is presented 
for your earnest aud thoughtful con- 
sideration.

Millions ot people, aiuocg them the 
most intelligent to be found on earth, 
from all the churches and froea out- 
side of tbe churches, claim to have 
found in Christian Science the peace 
and health of mind and body that they 
were able to Hud nowhere else. , Are 
all these people conscious deceivers ? 
How uncharitable to claim sueh a 
thing! Are they themselves deceived, 
tbe poor dupes of an empty lie? How 
next to impossible it is to think that! 
ft must be that they find real good in 
the church they have voluntarily en 
tered and from which they are perfect- 
ly tree at any moment to depart. 


However, this, it will be,clearly 


understood, is not a brief for Christian 
Science or a blast against it. Quite 
apart from our individual views of it. 
Christian Science is here—b*re, iu all 
likelihood, to remain for a long, long 
time—and the only thing about which 
there is no chance for an argument is 
tbe extraordinary, the amazing per- 
sonality of the frail little woman out 
of whose brain and will Christian 
Science was born."

According to 
statistics gathered 


from reliable sources by Rev. Dr. 
Jamee C. Bowers, pastor of Salem 
Lutheran church, Catonsville, Md.. 
there are iu the United States 2,112,494 
JLutherans. Dr. Bowers made this 
statement in a paper read before tbe 
Lutheran Ministers' Association on 
"The Religious Census and the Com- 
parative Growth of Lutheran Bodies 
in this country."

Dr. Bowers said that there were 24

Otod Roads Would Mean a Savin* 


in Cost of Haulinf and Reduc- 


tion in Living Expenses. 


Poor roads Impose an uunece*sary 


financial burden, not only upon those 
who most constantly use them, but 
upou tbe men and women who con- 
sume tbe products grown iu the rural 
•actions and brought to cities and 
towus by farmers. 


No study can be more coovluciug 


thau that of the economic waste placed 
upou the shoulders of the 85,000,000 
people of this land from the almost 
crimiual ly shameful condition of 2,000,- 
000 uiileH of road. 
Every pound of 


farm products brought from rural sec- 
tions to thickly populated ceutres has 
placed upou It a fictitious value, be- 
cause it costs tbe farmers more to 
transport it thau it would cost him 
were the roads In passable condition. 
The price of the lamb chop that Brook- 
lyn eats for breakfast is based not up- 
on the real value of tbe lamb but upou 
the cost of bringing that lamb from the 
western fields to the Brooklyn break- 
fast table. Tbe cost of the breakfast 
roll would be trifling did it not cost 
tbe farmers who grew the wheat from 
which tbe roll was made 1.8 ceuts a 
bushel more to draw that wheat from 
his farm niue miles to a railroad sta- 
tion than it cost to carry a bushel of 
wheat from New York to Liverpool, a 
distance of 3100 miles. The cost of a 
soft-boiled egg, which is also closely 
related to the American breakfast is 
established by tbe cost of transporting 
the product of the hen to the hotel, 
and not because the ejrg was at all in- 
trinsically worth what was charged 
for it. 


Everybody wuo thinks must con- 


cede the evident fact that if a farmer 
with two horses can draw but 600 I be. 
to market in hve hours, he would save 
money if with one horse he could haul 
1200 pounds in two hours. 
Were the 


roads in good condition be could do 
that and more. Any saving in haul- 
ing a ton of farm product would bring 
a benefit not alone to the farmer, but 
to tbe consumer and if the product 
hauled each year was large, It Is not 
hard to figure that the saving would 
be large. Figures have been resembled 
to prove that owing to the frightful 
condition of almost all American roads 
it coats 25 cents » ton a mile to haul 
Tbe superb roads of the old countries 
of Europe make possible the hauling 
of farm products at 12 cents a ton a 
mile. 
Therefore every ton hauled 


costs the American farmer 13 cents 


With proper crowns, easier maintained 
and mom satisfactory in every respect 
that unsightly, dangerous and ancient 
water breakers, water will not course 
down the hillside. It will Hud it* way 
to tbe side ditches without the aid of a 
barrier to direct it. 


Where breakers are used it can gen- 


erally be observed that the crown of 
the road has been neglected. The road 
between breakers Is flat aud washes at 
rach rain. As the water IH halted at 
tbe breakers and is caused to flow 
across the road, more washing out re- 
suite aud the tirat principle of road 
construction to keep water ofl the 
road, is broken. To maintain the 
breakers isau expense aud care to 
road officials which could be more 
profitably spent iu attention to the 
crown of tue road, which will remove 
water before washing out results. The 
proper crown for a hillside should be 
about oue inch to a foot ou quick de- 
scents; and three-fourths of an inch 
to oue foot ou light grades. These are 
the grades required by tbe Highway 
Commission of Connecticut, in which 
estate road construction has reached a 
high state of development. 


Another poiut advanced against the 


breaker is that after a rain water is 
seen collected iu the hollow ou its up- 
per side. This water gradually sinks 
iuto the road aud enters the subgrade, 
aud no good road can last with water 
on its fouudatiou. Water, whether on 
the surface or in tbe interior, is the 
worst enemy of suy road. 


It has been said for the breaker that 


it serves as a resting place for teams 
ascending a hill. This rest, it should 
be remembered, is gained only at the 
exertion of a greatly additional pull. 
For this purpose a dangerous and cost- 
ly dam across the road should not be 
required as reliance should be placed 
iu lock brakes ou the wagon. Thib ar- 
rangement is to the advantage of both 
the horse aud the wagon. The farmer 
is not required to earn bis rest by pull- 
ing a heavy wagon over au unneces- 
sary ridge blockading the road. A 
prominent contractor recently said 
that breakers are hard ou his wagons. 
When the front wheels are on the crest 
of the breaker the horses are in tbe 
hollow with the tongue iu the air. 
The downward pull of the animals on 
the tongue was tbe cause, he asserts, 
of the racking to which breakers sub- 
ject his wagons. 


To complete the discussion of tbe 


mistake made in placing breakers up- 
on a hillbide, it becomes necessary to 
answer the question: "What would 
you do with the water which flows to 
both , sides of the road] when the road 
is properly crowned ?" If it is neces- 
sary that the water should be carried 
on the one side of the road, let thai 
side be tbe lower side, with a trench 
of sufficient size to accommodate (he 
water. The gutter at the opposite side 
may be shallower and at Intervals its

average length of haul of farm pro- 
ducts in the United States is 9.4 miles; 
therefore were our roads as good as 
those of France, the farmer's gain 
would be 9.4 times 13 cents, or approx- 
imately $1.23. 


Let us see what that amounts to in 


a year iu hauling but a portion of the 
products which traverse the country 
roads in wagons. The United States 
Department of Agriculture, through 
its office of Public Roads has collected 
the figures, aud they may be accepted 
as approximately accurate. 
During 


the crop year of 1905-6, 85,487,000.000 
pounds of farm products consisting of 
barley, corn, cotton, flaxseed, hemp, 
hops, oats, beans, rice, tobacco, wheat 
and wool were hauled from the places 
where they originated to shipping 
points. This vast weight did not by 
any means include all of the crops 
produced, the most notable exceptions 
being truck products and orchard pro- 
ducts, the tonnage 
of these two 


amounting high in the millions. 
Neither did it include any figures for 
forest or mine products, nor for those 
things which go iu wagons from the 
cities back to the country districts. 
Were all those included, one may 
easily eae what a vast annual saving 
would be made. As it is, however, or 
the figures quoted above at a saving of 
13 cents per ton per mile, the cash 
beuefit to the farmers would be $58,- 
900,000. 
Beyond that, however, the Inter- 


state Commerce Commisbion baa as- 
sembled other freight figures, a most 
conservative estimate and most liberal 
deductions from their figures tending 
to prove that 25,000,600.000 pounds are 
annually hauled. By the same meth- 
od of figurine as that adopted above, 
the hauling of this would result in a 
saving of about $305,000,000 a year, it 
would appear that eo vast a sum 
should not be annually thrown away 
simply because those responsible for 
appropriations of money to construct 
roads cannot be brought to a realiza- 
tion of their tremendous importance. 
The time for an awakening Is here, 
and the quicker the awakening occurs 
tbe greater We benefit tbe farrnet will 
enjoy.—SCIENTIFIC AMERICAN. 


Water Breakers Scientifically Wrong 


In correcting the mistakes .made in 


toad making tbe dangerous and un- 
scientific water breaker should be one 
of the first to be overcome. The break- 
er must be considered as a relic of tbe 
peat, whose usefulness has long since 
vanished. No adequate reason can be 
given for Its existence 
Some road of- 


ficials,

who believe the breaker to be neces- 
sary- They claim for It that when 
built at intervals on the side of a bill 
It will prevent water from coursing 
down the hillside by deflecting tbe 
flow to the aide of the road. If this la 
all the breaker accomplishes, its 
•enteveaaent could be effected by an 
other and. better means. That is to 
bwttd •» tbe eiowo off tbe road wfficl- 


to eaeee tbe water to rv» ofTio 


across the surface of tbe road. This 
under piping may be a little expensive 
at first, but soon it will be found thai 
it will amply repay for its adoption 
and be more satisfactory than divert- 
ing storm water across tbe road by 
means of breakers, which in the long 
run are more expensive.

State Only Makes Surveys for Cash 


ID au opinion given tbe state high- 


way department Assistant Deputy At- 
torney General Williauu M. Hargest 
clears up some knotty points in the 
Jones dirt road bill of 1909. 


In regard to the township road act 


the highway department wished to 
know if it could legally incur any ex- 
pense in furnishing plans and speci- 
fications to townships which have 
elected to adopt the work system of 
road tax or it' the department could 
make surveys for such townships. 
The a p p r o p r i a t i o n for this pur- 
pose carried by the act is payable only 
to townships which collect their road 
taxes solely in cash, and Hargeat 
holds that, inasmuch as the evident 
purpose of tbe act is to encourage cash 
taxes and discourage the work tax 
system, the department cannot legal- 
ly honor such expense. 


Another provision in tbe Jones bill 


is that townships receiving state aid 
'for dirt roads may out receive more 
than $20 per mile, and the department 
asked if payment for surveying, etc., 
for townships collecting only cash tax 
should be kept within the $20 mile 
limit or charged against the appropri- 
ation as a whole. Hargeet holds that 
such expenses should be 
charged 


against the entire appropriation, and 
that the balance may then be subdi- 
vided among the townships entitled 
to it, each township receiving not 
more than $20 per mile in addition to 
any expense for surveys.

Swine culture possesses some marked 
advantages for the man with little 
rnonev.

Pigs ought to be kept 
partly on the ground. It is easy to 
get a good start in pure bred stock. 
Type will develop and improve quite 
rapidly. Here in Pennsylvania 
we 


get best returns from hogs 6 to 8 
months old 
Our market being gen- 


erally local instead of the packer's, is 
best filled by a medium sized hog. A 
long bodied, snugly built animal will 
give a large percentage of dressed 
meat. The amount of work is decid- 
edly less than with dairy cattle Pas- 
lure is an essential thing as the pig is 
a grazing animal. An acre of good 
pasture is equal to a ton of grain. Al- 
falfa or clover is the ideal pasture. 
Boots are useful as part of winter ra- 
tions and a small amount of hay 
should be given daily. Much of our 
rough rock} land could be planted to 
sweet apples and make a good pasture 
for pigs. They will take care of all 
windfalls in the orchard. Corn alone 
lacks in protem but mixed with skim 
milk makes a well balanced ration. 
Pigs will harvest rye and some of the 
corn more cheaply than can be done 
any other way.

Doing a good deal 
of one kind of work makes for skill 
and speed. Marketing is done to ad- 
vantage ot> large quantities. We al- 
wa>& get a specialist when wo want to 
learn about any particular kind of 
work. Take time to study over these 
things and plan the work on a busi- 
ness basis instead of delving and work- 
ing all the time.

Is there 
anything In our present system of edu- 
cation to take the place of this train- 
ing which prepared him to earn a liv- 
ing? Is the aim of our public schools 
to* prepare him for something or only 
for the next grade? Can't we put in a 
little something to prepare him for 
life? Such ' preparation would cherk 
the drift towards the city. The ideal 
that we set up before the boys and 
girls is a great business or profession- 
al careet. "Get an education so you 
needn't work as hard as I have work- 
ed." 
Instead of that we should ex- 


pect them to work harder and more 
effectually. If farming is menial and 
degrading we must not bemoan ths 
fact that they drift away from it. 
All our text-books lead directly away 
from the farm. Why can't we have 
some books that make the boys and 
girls think about the farm and know 
that the farmer can use as much brain 
and thought, as any profession? Text 
books arranged to relate to farm life 
are now being written and published 
for use in rural districts. We have 
made wonderful progress on the farm 
and have spent a great deal of money 
on It. We are right up to date in 
farm methods regardless of costly ma- 
chinery. What of our schools? The 
little old school house which was a 
square box with a roof on rotted down 
and another just like it was built on 
the same spot because that spot was 
of no use for any other purpose. We 
ventilate the cow stable and hen house 
but never think of the school house. 
The little old school bouse was full 
of boys and girls bat to-day instead 
of finding 40 to 60 they may be 4 to 
10. It is perfectly ridiculous to pay 
expenses on such a school. Instead of 
the old or middle aged men ripe with 
experience who used to teach our chil- 
dren are to-day given «ver to the in- 
struction of mere boys and girls. We 
do not hire an apprentice to do any 
other sort of work and of course we 
all think more of our children but 
have never thought of this matter. 
The farmers have not been thinking 
of their schools and the other fellows 
have only thought about drawing their 
salaries. It is time that we think of 
our boys and girls and their equip- 
ment for a life's work. Centralization

Our First War Vessels. 


The outbreak of the Revolutionary 


war found tbe patriots without a navy 
Congress had to create one. Four mer- 
chantmen were first purchased, hastily 
equipped with guns and sent to sea as 
cruisers, but their defects as war ves 
sels soon became so apparent that con 
gress determined at once to set about 
the building of a navy. On Oct 3. 
1775. congress ordered two cruisers 
built and on Dec. 13 the order was In- 
creased to five thirty-two gun ships, 
five twenty-eight gun ships and three 
twenty-four gun ships. They were to 
be ready for the sea by the following 
April. Tbe names given to the thirteen 
vessels were Boston. Congress. Efflng- 
ham, Delaware. Hancock. Montgomery. 
Providence. Raleigh. Trumbull. Vir- 
ginia. Warren. Washington and Ran 
dolph. These were the first war ves- 
sels constructed in the United States. 
The first commander in chief was Eze- 
del Hopkins of Rhode Island, a young 
irother of Congressman Stephen Hop- 
kins. He was appointed to this high 
office on Dec. 22. 1775.
